The Director of the Grazing Service of the Interior Department 
seeks to carry out a pledge made by Secretary Ickes that the work 
of the Service will be financed largely by fees for grazing permits. 
Senator McCarran, acting on behalf of western stockmen, is able 
to prevent increases in grazing fees. On the other hand, members 
of the House Appropriations Subcommittee seek to make the stock- 
men pay a greater share of the costs of the Grazing Service by 
refusing to increase its appropriations. The Service’s budget is 
caught between these opposing forces. (Approximately 12 pp.)
